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3 CIVIL SUITS 
DISPOSED OF 
THIS MORNING 


Three cases were disposed of 


this morning when the first special 
session of civil court, with a spe- 
cial jury, was held in the county 
court room. 


This year marks the first time 


the criminal and civil cases have 
been separated for special ses- 
sions, and this term marked the 
first calling of a jury which is to 
consider civil suits alone. 


The jury reported this morning 


and the first 12 persons selected 
served in two cases, one a settle- 
ment. 
' 


First case before the jury was 


the trespass action brought by 
Steele's Hanover, Laundry, Han- 
over, against Roger Huff, Gettys- 
burg 'Rr 5. for damages resulting 
to the Hanover laundry's delivery 
truck when it was struck by Huff's 
car in an accident two miles 
north of Littlestown on the Gettys- 
burg Rd. November 28, 1958. 


Handle Two Cases 


Attorney Donald G. Oyler, rep- 


resenting Steele's, explained to 
the jury that Huff, by failing to 
put up a defense, had confessed 
his liability and the only thing the 
jury had to determine was the 
amount of damages so that judg- 
ment could be brought against 
Huf by Steele's for that amount. 
Testimony, which took 12 minutes, 
was given by Mervin Warehime 
of the laundry, and Ralph W. 
Kuhn, of the garage that repaired 
the,vehicle, that repairs cost $378.- 
38 and a new tire $47.70. The jury 
returned with a verdict of $426.08 
against Huff, the total of the re- 
pairs and tire. 


When the jury returned with its 


verdict. Judge W. C. Sheely asked 
it to remain so it could sign a 
verdict of $12,500 in favor of Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold M. Carson Jr. 
and their daughter, Theta Ann 
Carson, all of Fairfield. The tres- 
pass action was brought by the 
Carsons against Guy W. Seiford, 
Fairfield bus owner, and Raymond 
Alexander, Fairfield, bus driver. 


The court instructed the jury 


that 
a 
settlement 
had 
been 


reached in the case and John D. 
\nderson, Fairfield R. 1, the for- 
man for Steele's case, should sign 
as foreman of the jury for the 
Carson case. 


Terms Of Settlement 


The terms of the settlement, 


which became the terms of the 
directed verdict were that Seiferd 
and Alexander should pay $6,846 
to Teleta Ann Carson, the injured 
child, and $5.654 to Harold M. 
Jr. and Margaret C. Carson, the 
parents. 


Judge W. C. Sheely 
directed 


the verdict after Attorney Samuel 
W. Barrick and Attorney Edwa-d 
B. Bulleit appeared before the 
bench for the Carsons and At- 
torney S. M. Raffensperger ap- 
peared for Seiferd and Alexander 
to inform the court that all agreed 
on the settlement.

Cn route to South America, Pres- 
dent Eisenhower paused in Puerto 
Rico today and told the islanders 
hey provide a lesson to aspiring 
>eop!es of the world. 


As he arrived from Washington, 


one band of demonstrators at the 
airport was clamoring for com- 
olete independence for this com- 
monwealth while another carried 
banners calling for statehood But 
Eisenhower did not see them. 


"We are happy that Puerto Rico 


is a proud, free, self governing 
commonwealth, joined to the Unit- 
ed States by her own choice." the 
President said. "Puerto Rico is 
truly unique. 


Welcomed By President 


"To other people now struggling 


to realize their aspirations and 
ambitions, the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico has demonstrated 
that courage, persistence and faith 
in one's fellow men and a God- 
given destiny can open up ways 
through barriers and obstacles 
that might appear to b* in- 
surmountable." 


In welcoming ti» President, 


Gov. Luis Munoz Marin — who 
likes Puerto Rico's present status 
as a commonwealth of the United 
States — said: "You will find 
among us differences of opinion as 
to the form that our free union 
with the United States should de- 
velop. But so far as the great ma- 
jority of our people are concerned, 
you will find no differences of 
opinion as to the fact that that 
union should be permanent." 


After the exchange of greetings, 


the President and Munoz Marin 
went into conference briefly at the 
airport, bypassing the demonstra- 
tors with their banners. They were 
at the other side of the airport.

HARR1SBURG <AP)—Chairman 


.Joseph J. Lawler said today the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commis- 
sion intends to put safety ahead 
of money-making in operating the 
toll road during bad weather. 


Lawler 
made the statement 


t-n asked by a newsman wheth- 


er he thought the superhighway 
had been closed too frequently in 
recent years because of. severe 
weather. 


In response. Lawler said closing 


the turnpike under such adverse 
conditions is nothing new. 


"Records show that the'pike has 


been closed in late 1959. 1958. 1955. 
1952, 
1950 and 1948." the chairman 


said. "It should have been closed 
on other occasions, too. when as 
much as 50 inches of snow had 
fallen." 


On the question of losing tolls as 


a result of the shutdowns, Lawler 
emphasized: 


"Life is -more important to the

paid by those using the turnpike."
